lytical chemist, reported Friday thai 
on a recent trip through southeast Ar- 
kansas with P. F. Cleaver, he saw "the 
finest stand of cotton for this time of 
year that Arkansas has ever had." 


Mr. Forbes and Mr. Cleaver visited 


Pine Bluff, Hampton, Fordycc

Sherrill. Ginners and cotton oil men 
said that the crop will exceed 1,250.000 
bales if there is light, rain in lute July 
and early August. But even [f the 
dry weather continues, 1.000,000 bales 
would be a conservative estimate, Mr.

Children who are well fed and well 


taken care of, With p'roper attention 
to hygiene, are much less likely to 
catch cold than those who are under- 
lUhtrishe'd' and constantly exposed to 
cn'nnges in temperature and crowded 
conditions.

one with improper hygiene. 


Air in the child's room should be 


. suitably moistened by evaporation of 


water from, the radiator, or by use of 
a humidifying device.

People with colds should not be

sore throats than are adults. If a child 
' is found to have large, or infected, 


tonsils and adenoids, these should be

Jess frequently with sore throats than 
they did before. 


, ' In preventing colds in children the 


diet should contain adequate amounts 
Of cod-liver oil, and the amounts of 
carbohydrates should be lessened. 


The clothing should be of medium j 


weight, and care should' be taken to 
avoid chilling after perspiration. 
The 


sleeping room should be cool. 


The child should have a lukewarm 


or slightly cool sponge bath in the 
morning, given in a warm room and 
with the feet in warm water. This 
bath should be quite short—less than 
a minute—and should be followed by 
a brisk rub with a towel. The warm 
bath should be taken at night. 


Use of shots or injections to prevent 


colds is not yet established as really 
useful, although many physicians are 
inclined to believe that these injec-

New Principle Kmploycd 


The imminence of television is due 


to the fact that Dr. Zworykin struck 
an entirely new principle when he de- 
vised the iconoscope and its receiving 
counterpart, the kinescope. 


The 
pictures 
reproduced by the 


kinescope (that's the tube used on 
the receiving end) arc as bright and 
clear and steady as a photograph, un- 
der laboratory conditions, at any rate. 
There is no more flicker than is ap- 
parent on the screen of a well operat- 
ed moving picture theater. 


To accomplish 
this 
miracle-. 
Dr. 


Zworykin 
simply 
harnessed 
those 


willing workers, the electrons, which 
make radio 
reception and X-rays 


possible. States as simply as possible, 
(his is how the iconoscope (the kine- 
scope reverses the process) works: 


The iconoscpe is a huge bulb in 


which is munted a large rectangular 
target, whose surface is a light-sensi- 
tive mosaic composed of some 70,000 
cells. At the bottom of the long neck 
of the bulb is an electron gun, inside 
which the electric current causes bil- 
ions of electrons to be lossod. Travel- 
ng with the speed of light tke elec- 
trons rush toward the muzzle of the 
gun, ready to scatter in all directions. 
An electrostalic field takes hold of 
hem at the muzzle, however, and di- 
•ects them, as though they were bul- 
ets, at the upper left hand corner of 
he target. 
Then the electrostatic force drags 


them back and forth across the target, 
left to right, down; right to left, down; 
left to right—343 times this happens 
before- the entire surface is covered. 
Then up and down again. The entire 
operation takes but l-20lh of a second 
••-which means that the entire surface 
of the target is sprayed with electrons 
20 times a second. About twenty pic- 
tures a second flash on ihe screen to 
give motion pictures. 


Now, every time an electron .strikes 


one of the cells, it creates an infinitesi- 
mal electric current. Since 70,001) cells 
are affected 20 times a second, that 
means there arc l,400.flflfl electrical im- 
pulses emanating from the target ev- 
ery second. 


While (his is going on, the lenses of 


the television camera focus the pic- 
ture—it may be a football game, a 
theatrical scene, political speech or a 


moving picture—on the 
target; am 


because the 70,000 cells are light-sen- 
sitive, the amount of light falling 01 
any cell determines the intensity o 
the current developed by the electrons 
falling on it. In this way, the lights 
shadows and middle 
tones of an> 


scene arc (ranslalod into electric im- 
pulses. 


Again Depcjids on Electrons 


At the receiving end. the kinescope 


reconstructs the transmitted picture 
from the 1.400,000 impulses per second 
by bombarding a fluorescent screen 
with electrons, 
from 
another 
gun 


whose bullets are sprayed across the
